Machine

It is believed that a thoughtful consider- 
ation of the various parts and functions of 
the human body and their relations to each 
other, will awake a fuller realization of the 
responsibility reposed in each individual 
through his possession of such a wonderful 
instrument, subject to his control through 
his earth life. 


The Heart. 

The heart is that organ by which the 
blood is forced to every part of the body. 
It has, two ventricles, the left higher than 
the right, and the motion of the organ is 
most wonderful, continuing to the utmost 
period of life, day and night, without inter- 
ruption more than one hundred thousand 
pulsations a day. It is indeed a manifesta- 
tion of the stupendous wisdom of the infin- 
ite which is in nothing expressed more 
gloriously. 

The Brain. 

The brain is that large nervous mass of 
soft matter or substance, which is not 
' homogeneous, but presenting various ap- 
pearances, a portion of which is white in 
color and fibrous and is termed the medul- 
lary substance and exists in the interior. 

The other portion is gray in color but 
not fibrous in appearance, and this forms 
the outer portion of the brain. 

These parts do not blend together, but 
have a perfect line of distinction. 

There is no adipose or fatty matter in the 
skull, that is when in the normal condition. 

The brain is divided into two parts and 
separated by a strong membrane, and each 
of these divisions is subdivided into three 
parts, termed lobes, the anterior, middle 
and posterier. The two parts and_the or- 
gans on each side are brought into com- 
munication by fibers running transversely. 
The cerebellum and brain are only slightly 
connected. Each side of the brain and 
cerebellum is supplied with separate ar- 
teries conveying blood to it, while the sin- 


ews are canals which return the blood to 
the heart. 
The Stomach, 

The stomach is a compound and sper- 
matic sinewy receptacle for the food, the 
seat of digestion, and when it fails in its 
operation the whole frame is corrupted. 

The stomach is muscular, very nervous 
and indirectly possesses sympathy with 
every part of the system through its con- 
nection with the brain. 

The Glands, 

The glands are the secreting organs 
which work from the blood special prod- 
ucts, and are placed in various parts of the 
absorbant system. 

There are those secreting the bile, others 
the saliva, etc., and are variously called 
conglomerate glands, conglobate or lym- 
phatic glands, etc., etc. 


The Nerves. 

The nerves are spermatic, with central 
masses: and carry the communication that 
exists between the brain and external ob- 
jects. 

There are the nerves of sensation, of mo- 
tion and those of peculiar senses according 
to their functions. 

The nerves of sensation come first. Sight 
resides in the eye, which observes and 
knows the disturbances and griefs, gladness 
and joy of the soul, such as wrath and the 
passions; thus the sense of seeing excells 
all other senses. It apprehends afar off 
and extends itself even to the stars. 

Hearing. 

The sense of hearing resides in the ears 
and the nerves which conduct hearing 
‘spring from the brain, and this sense pos- 
sesses many important peculiarities for the 
service of the body. 

Sight. 

The sense of sight is of the greatest im- 
portance, but for the spirit, hearing has the 
superiority, as it is the agent, we may say, 
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-of understanding and comprehension of the 
daily experiences. 

In brief, science, truth and virtue find en- 
trance to the soul through the sense of 
hearing.

From the commencement of the concav- 
ity of the nose come two sinews which con- 
vey odor to the brain, causing the sense of

The first verse of Oahspe is :— 

“After the creation of man, the Creator, 
Jehovih, said unto him: That thou shalt 
know thou are the work of My hand, I 
have given thee capacity for knowledge, 
power and dominion. This was the first 
era.” —Ohaspe, 1-1. 

The chief burden of Oahspe is that man 
was created. Every artifice known to writ- 
ing, to the work of combining words, to 
the teaching of one thing above all others, 
and to the task of forcing truth into ob- 
durate and rebellious minds, is employed 
throughout the great book to impress the 
mentality of man that he is a created 
being. 

In this wonderful- first verse, it is taken 
for granted that man instinctively or in- 
tuitively feels, or rather knows, that he was 
created. He is told that he may know this 
because he has been given capacity for 
knowledge. 

From the most elaborate researches on 
natural history of Mind, and a comprehen- 
sive analysis of the conquests and achieve- 
ments of the human mind, particularly 
among the more prominent of recent years, 
it is coming to be believed that it is actual- 
ly illimitable. It seems to be capable of 
infinite expansion. The expanding is now 
more rapid than at any time within the his- 
toric epoch. The Creator spoke to his crea- 
ture—man. Capacity, power and dominion 
are gifts. They were not earned by work. 
They were imparted, but not at once. The 
giving occupied a time so long that it is 
called an era.

The second verse re- 
veals that instruction was given to man by 
beings called angels, and that these are 
older than the earth. Now the fifty-two 
bibles of mankind all mention that visitors 
from the Unseen often came to the earth; 
but the whole of these scriptures combined 
do not give so much clear information re- 
garding them, their nature, -and who they 
are as does the world’s standard book on 
the higher psychology—Oahspe. 

The teachings of Oahspe concerning 
these messengers: carriers and workers 
cannot be introduced here, but will be care- 
fully portrayed in a subsequent part of 
Scioahspe. But the work of raising man 
upright occupied another period of time 
long enough to be called an era. 

4. “Jehovih said to the angels that were 
with man: Behold, man hath multiplied on 
the earth. Bring ye them together; teach 
them. to dwell together in cities and na- 
tions.” 

5. “And the angels of Jehovih taught 
the peoples of the earth to dwell together in 
cities and nations. This was the third era.” 


The advance of man from the condition of 
a wanderer, and segregation into cities and 
nations, was due also to the care and labor 
of messengers from the Unseen. And this 
great work required an entire era. 
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6 “And in that same time the Beast 
(self) rose up before man, and spake to 
him, saying: Possess thou whatsoever 
thou wilt, for all things are thine, and are 
good for thee.” 

7. “And man obeyed the Beast; and war 
came into the world. This was the fourth 
era.” And here is displayed one striking 
note of the book—this Beast; this self. So 
prominent is this self, some entity that must 
be employed in the lifelong contest with 
itself to secure a victory, that it commands 
the attention of the reader from first to 
last. The dominion of the Beast (self) ; 
and war gained control of man in a sinister 
and forbidding period, fully long enough to 
be an era, the dreadful fourth age. For 
deep-seated is the kingdom of the human 
beast and malign its sway. This word, 
self: has an incredible number of phases or 
aspects, all of which.stand forth to view in 
the searchlight—Oahspe.

11. “And the Beast divided itself into

and Mohammedan. And they divided the 
earth, and apportioned it between them- 
selves, choosing soldiers and standing arm- 
ies for the maintenance of their earthly 
aggrandizement.” 

13. “And the Brahmins had seven mil- 
lion soldiers, the Buddhists twenty million, 
and the Mohammedans two million, whose 
trade was killing man. And man, in the 
service of the Beast, gave one-sixth of his 
life and his labors to war and standing 
armies; one-third of his life he gave to dis- 
sipation and drunkenness. This was the 
sixth era.”

-15. “Jehovih called unto His angels in 
heaven, saying: Go ye down to the earth 
once more, to man, whom I created to in- 
habit the earth and enjoy it, and say ye to 
man: Thus saith Jehovih: 

16. “Behold, the seventh era is at hand. 
Thy Creator commandeth thy change from 
a carnivorous man of contention, to an 
herbivorous man of peace. The four heads 
of the Beast shall be put away, and war 
shall be no more on the earth.” 

17. “Thy armies shall be disbanded. 
And from this time forth, whosoever de- 
sireth not to war, thou shalt not impress, 
for it is the commandment of thy Creator.” 

18. “Neither shalt thou have any God, 
nor Lord, nor Savior, but only thy Creator, 
Jehovih! Him only ‘shalt thou worship 
henceforth forever. I am sufficient unto 
mine own creations.” 

19. “And to as many as separate them- 
selves from the dominion of the Beast, 
making these covenants unto Me, have I 
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given the foundation of My kingdom on 
earth.” 

20. “And all such shall be my chosen: 
By their covenants and by their works shall 
they be known henceforth on the earth as 
Mine: and shall be called Faithists.” 

21. “But as many as will not make 
these covenants, have I given the numbers 
of the Beast, and they shall be called 
Uzians, signifying destroyers. And these 
shall be henceforth the two kinds of people 
on earth, Faithists and Uzians. 

22. “And the angels of heaven descend- 
ed to the earth, to man, and appeared be- 
fore him, face to face, hundreds of thou- 
sands of them, speaking as man speaketh, 
and writing as man writeth, teaching these 
things of Jehovih and His works.” 

23. “And in the thirty-third year there- 
of, the embassadors of the angel hosts of 
heaven prepared and revealed unto man in 
the name of Jehovih, His heavenly king- 
doms; and have thus herein made known 
the plan of His delightful creations: for the 
resurrection of the peoples of the earth.” 

24. “Not infallible is this book, Oahspe; 
but to teach mortals how to attain to hear 
the Creator’s voice, and to see His heavens, 
in full consciousness, whilst still living on 
the earth; and to know of a truth the place 
and condition awaiting them after death.” 

‘25. “Neither are, nor were, the revela- 
tions within Oahspe wholly new to mortals. 
The same things have been revealed at the 
same time unto many who live at remote 
distances from one another, but who were 
not in correspondence till afterward.” 

26.. “Because this light is thus compre- 
hensive, embracing corporeal and spiritual 
things, it is called the beginning of the 
Kosmon Era. And because it relates to 
earth, sky and spirit, it is called Oahspe.” 

The Seventh Era. 

Behold! the seventh era is at hand. 
Verses 16 to 26 inclusive contains thoughts 
and revelations that ought to attract the 
general attention of all that portion of the 
human species living on that area of the 
earth’s surface included under the name 
Christendom.

London, April 23.—Some of the most 
eminent physicians of England, including 
the doctors of the king, have agreed to 
make a very severe test of what the discov- 
erer, William Doig, claims to be a cure for 
tuberculosis. 


For ten years past, Doig has been treat- 
ing free of charge persons suffering from 
tuberculosis of the joints, and according to 
the evidence of various hospital physicians, 
he has had considerable success. 


Last year he tried his treatment on a 
patient suffering from tuberculosis of the 
lungs, under the observation of a well- 
known London physician. This case has 
been certified as cured, a fact that had 
much to do with making the thorough test 
as planned. It has been decided to take 
six consumption cases from the- London 
hospitals and allow Doig to treat them un- 
der the closest observation. 

The Doig treatment consists of drawing 
the disease from the lungs to the surface. 
A radius of inflammation is set up from the 
surface of the skin to the lung by means 
of chemical heat. The pus travels to the 


surface through this ray, which is kept 
open and all the pus is drawn out until the 
lung is clear.

work. It was intended for that purpose. 
Laziness is one of the greatest detriments 
to man’s progress. The lazy man is an en- 
cumberer of the earth. The time will come 
when governments will recognize that the 
man without work is a greater menace to 
society than the same man at work. That 
it will cost far less to provide him with the 
necessary labor than it will to let him go 
without it and become a prey upon the 
rest of humanity. Government sins against 
the individual today when it imprisons a 
man who is without visible means of sup- 
port, without giving him work in order to 
enable him to live by his own efforts.

The venomous hating mind never can 
express in a strong, true way. The gossipy 
mind expresses only the negative side of 
life and is never worthy of serious atten- 
tion. Each individual has the power to 
decide what he wishes his relationship to 
be to the people in the world in which he 
lives. He attracts to him those people who 
have kindred thoughts and feelings to his 
own. He may establish a relationship that 
will be mentally helpful, in which there is 
both giving and receiving, or he may do the 
reverse.

“Nowhere,” he says, “is there such a 
thing as creation out of nothing. We must 
wean ourselves from the habit of picturing 
the God of the Universe as the Bible God 
of the Book of Genesis, a God who magi- 
cally charmed things, with a sword as a 
wand, out of nothing. There is no creation 
anywhere out of magic, none by God’s 
magic. 

“T am now trying to get the church to 
see that it has been on the wrong track 
with its instinct of self-preservation, with 
its dogging the foot-steps of science, block- 
ing its every advance; with its love for 
dogmas rather than its search for truth; 
with its pride rather than its service;

Why Do You Seek The Living

Whenever we look at humanity in the 
abstract, whenever we study Life as it 
presents itself in the part, we are urged 
again and again by our inner conscious- 
ness to ask this question: “Why do you 
seek the living among the dead?

We find many who have related them- 
selves to disease, and who wish to be well; 
they even make puny efforts toward finding 
the pathway out of their miasmic thought 
swamp; but as soon as we show them the 
real way to ALL HEALTH, they shrink 
back; it is too hard, they cannot make the 
effort necessary to lift them away from the 
old conditions; they want to be free, but at 
the same time they want to be unmolested 
in their old lines of action and thinking; 
they love their misery; they hug with a 
deathless persistence, some old sorrow or 
despair which would have perished long 
ago had they only let it, and not revital- 
ized it again and again with their own 
thinking.

In reply to those who claim there is 

more than one religion I have to point out 
that the principal sections of religion now 
existing, namely, (1) the Hindoo, (2) 
‘Jewish, (3) Christian, (4) Mahomedan, 
are all one and direct descendants of still 
more ancient astrology. For instance, 
Holy Writ frequently quotes that the Jews 
claimed Abram as their father, and we 
know from Galatians 4:22-26, that Abram 
is an allegory and not a man, for was not 
Lazarus found in Abram’s bosom, etc. 
Now, then, who is Abram? The Jews’ in 
their sacred, that is, secret, books have 
merely stolen the Brama of the more an- 
cient craft and to conceal the theft, put the 
latter “a” first, making Abram out of 
Brama. “A” and “b” are the first two let- 
ters of the sacred or secret alphabet, the 
Alph and Beth, the one and the two, the 
Adam and Eve, or the Sun and Moon, and 
still more, the One and Eve that is the 
“Yod, he van, he,” the sacred name we call 
Jehovah. The letters R A M, the Ram or 
Lamb of God, that is Aries, the Exaltation 
of the Son or Sun of God, the Christ, 
hence the word A Bram A, who is equally 
the Father for Hindoo, Jew, Christian and 
Mahomedan. This Abram or Brama is 
Saturn, Satan, Kronas, Father Time, Fath- 
er Christmas, Santa Claus, the Father of 
Jew Peter (Jupiter), from whence the 
Tews take their name, and whom they wor- 
ship under the mystic, “Yod, he van, he,” 
that is IEVE, therefore the Jews worship 
the Father (Saturn-Abram) through the 
Son—Jupiter-Jehovah. 

Mahomet we know is the opposer of the 
Christ, the anti-Christ, as the name 
signifies. Christ the Anointed is the Son, 
that is, Sun of God, exalted or crucified 
(that is Cruci-fiction) in Aries the Ram, 
when he rises to heaven, but Mahomet is 
of Libra the balance, the tribe name “Dan” 
in the word Mahomedan, being Libra, 
“Dan shall judge his people, as one of the 
tribes of Israel” (Genesis 49:16) ; that is, 
the Scales of Justice—Libra. 


Circumcision was introduced in the time 
of. Abram, and our Circumcision day is 
January Ist, a cutting off from the old and 
commencing a new year, as represented in 
double-faced Janos or January. Saturn’s 
rings are emblematical of the rite of cir- 
cumcision, which need a lot of study and 
elucidating. Once our earth had rings of 
water in the firmament above, as Saturn 
has now; then days and nights were all of 
equal length; there were no seasons, the 
Moon rose always as the Sun set, and man 
had not yet become a cannibal eater of 
flesh. The time of Abram being the golden 
age of Saturn, which time or period of 
At-one-ment long past, is. regretted by mil- 
lions and its return is prayed for in that 
universal pater-noster, “Thy Kingdom 
come.” Astrologers know Saturn as the 
great deceiver—Satan—thus explaining the 
otherwise ridiculous prayer, “Lead us not 
into temptation.” 

It is more than extraordinary that the 
most important date in connection with 
our earth, that is—the death of the Son of 
God—should be annually a movable fast, 
depending upon the position of the Moon 
on March 21st each year. The priestly

ually is called Sodom and Egypt, where 
ALSO our Lord was crucified” (Revela- 
tions xi, v. 8). Our Lord, Apollo, that is, 
the Son or Sun of God, crucified twice each 
year, the Christ in Aries, and Jesus, that 
is, Yes-us (Truth, Verity) in Libra, or the 
gates of hell, Sodom or Egypt, or the five 
winter months or five wounds of the Christ 
or five loaves of bread of the parable, etc.

CONCERNING EVENTS STILL TO HAPPEN. 


It will be said by some of those who 
will not give me the lie as to the accuracy 
of the foregoing narrative, that it does not 
carry us beyond telepathy from the living. 
This may be admitted if telepathy from the 
unconscious mind is regarded as an actual 
fact. In this case the unconscious mind 
telepathed what the conscious mind of the 
transmitter had entirely forgotten. The 
hypothesis of telepathy from the uncon- 
scious mind of the living can be invoked to 
account for almost any message said to be 
transmitted by the dead. But there is one 
class of messages for which telepathy from 
incarnate minds, conscious or unconscious, 
cannot account. That is the class of mes- 
sages which relate neither to past nor 
present events, but which foretell an event 
or events which have still to happen. 


Julia, on tħe very day on which she gave 
me the test messages recorded above, made 
a prediction, which was given me not really 
asa prediction but as a.friendly warning 
intended to save another friend from mak- 
ing engagements which she would not be 
able to keep, as at a certain time she would 
be three thousand miles away in England. 
My friend laughed the warning to scorn. 
The prediction was twice repeated, and 


both times treated with contempt. Engage- 
ments were entered into which, when the 
time came, had to be cancelled, because my 
friend found it necessary to go to the dis- 
tant place which Julia had named, and as 
Julia had predicted. 


It will be objected that the prophecy in 


this case may have helped to bring about its 
own fulfilment. Let us admit that for the 
sake of argument. The same objection 
cannot be urged against the next item of 
evidence I am about to produce. Some 
years ago I had in my employment a lady 
of remarkable talent, but of a. very uncer- 
tain temper and of anything but robust 
health. She became so difficult that one 
January I was seriously thinking of parting 
with her, when Julia wrote with my hand, 
“Be very patient with E. M.; she is coming 
over to our side before the end of the year.” 
I was rather startled, for there was nothing 
to make me think that- she was likely to die. 
I said nothing about the message, and con- 
tinued her in my employ. It was, I think, 
about January 15th or 16th when the warn- 
ing was given. 

It was repeated in February, March, 
April, May, and June, each time the pas- 
sage being written as a kind of reminder 
in the body of a longer communication 
about other matters. “Remember, E. M. 
is going to pass over before the end of the 
year.” In July E. M. inadvertently swal- 
lowed a tack. It lodged in her appendix, 
and she became dangerously ill. The two 
doctors by whom she was attended did not 
expect her to recover. When Julia was 
writing with my hand, I remarked, “I sup- 
pose this is what you foresaw when you 
predicted E. M. would pass over.” To my 
infinite surprise she wrote, “No; she will 
get better of this, but all the same she will 
pass over before the year is out.” E. M. 
did recover suddenly, to the amazement of 
the doctors, and was soon doing her usual 
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work. In August, in September, in Octo- 
ber, and in November the warning of her 
approaching death was each month com- 
municated through my hand. In December 
E; M. fell ill with influenza. “So it was 
this,” I remarked to Julia, “that you fore- 
saw.” Again I was destined to be sur- 
prised, for Julia wrote, “No; she will not 
come over here naturally. But she will 
come before the year is out.” I was 
alarmed, but I was told I could not prevent 
jt. Christmas came. E. M. was very ill. 
But the old year passed, and she was still 
alive. “You see you were wrong,” I said 
to Julia, “E. M. is still alive.” Julia re- 
plied, “I may be a few days out, but what 
I said is true.” 

About January 10th Julia wrote to me, 
“You are going to see E. M. tomorrow. 
Bid her farewell. Make all necessary ar- 
rangements. You will never see her again 
‘on earth.” I went to see her. She was 
feverish, coughed badly, and was expecting 
to be removed to a nursing hospital, where 
she could receive better attention. All the 
time I was with her she talked of what she 
was going to do to carry out her work. 
When I bade her good-bye I wondered if 
Julia was not mistaken. 

Two days after I received a telegram 
informing me that E. M. had thrown her- 
self out of a four-story window in delirium, 
and had been picked up dead. It was within 
a day or two of the end of the twelve 
months since the first warning was given. 

This narrative can be proved by the man- 
uscript of the original messages, and by 
the signed statement of my two secretaries, 
to whom, under the seal of secrecy, I com- 
municated the warnings of Julia. No bet- 
ter substantiated case of prevision written 
down at the time, and that not once. but 
twelve times, is on record. However you 
may account for it, telepathy, conscious or 
‘unconscious, breaks down here. 

FOUR THINGS. 

The lady whose initials were E. M., and 

whose tragic fate I have just described, 


-had promised me that if she died before 


me she would do four things. She had 
constantly written automatically with my 
hand during her life. She promised, in the 
first place, that she would use my hand, if 
she could, after death, to tell me how it 
fared with her on the other side. In the 


second place, she promised that, if she 
could, she would appear to one or more of 
her friends to whom she could show her- 
self. In the third place, she would come 
to be photographed, and, fourthly, she 
would send me a message through a me- 
dium, authenticating the message by coun- 
tersigning it with the simple mathematical 
figure of a cross within a circle. 

E. M. did all four: (1) She has repeat- 
edly written with my hand, apparently 
finding it just as easy to use my hand now 
as she did when still in the body. 

(2) She has repeatedly appeared to two 
friends of mine, one a woman, the other a 
man. She appeared once in a dining-room 
full of people. She passed unseen by any 
but her friend, who declares that she saw 
her ‘distinctly. On another occasion she 
appeared in the street in broad daylight, 
walked for a little distance, and then van- 
ished. I may say that her appearance was 
so original it would be difficult to mistake 
her for anybody else. 

(3) She has been photographed at least 
half a dozen times after her death. All her 
portraits are plainly recognizable, but none 
of them are copies of any photographs 
taken in earth life. 

(4) There remains the test of a mes- 
sage accompanied by the sign of a cross 
within a circle. I did not get this for sev- 
eral months. I had almost given up all 
hopes, when one day a medium who was 
lunching with a friend of mine received it 
on the first attempt she made at automatic 
writing. “Tell William not to blame me 
for what I did. I could not help myself,” 
was the message. Then came a plainly but 
roughly drawn circle, and inside it the 
cross. No one knew of our agreement as to 
the test but myself. I did not know the 
medium, I was not present, nor was my 
friend expecting any message from E. M. 

Is it surprising, then, that after such 
experiences I have no more doubt of the 
possibility of communicating with the so- 
called dead than I have of being able to 
send this article to the Editor of the Fort- 
nightly Review? 

SPIRIT PHOTOGRAPHY. 

I have referred to spirit photography. 
Let me disarm any skeptical reader by 
admitting that nothing is more easy than 
tò fake bogus spirit photographs, and fur- 
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ther that an expert conjurer can almost 
always cheat the most vigilant observer. 
The use of marked plates, which I handle, 
expose, and develop myself, no doubt af- 
ford some, protection against fraud. But 
my belief in the authenticity of spirit photo- 
graphs rests upon a far firmer foundation 
than that of the fallible vigilance of the 
experimenter. The supreme test of an 
authentic spirit photograph is that a plainly 
recognizable portrait of a dead person shall 
be obtained by a photographer who knows 
nothing whatever of the existence of such 
a person, and that no visible form shall be 
seen by the sitter in front of the camera. 

I have had such photographs not once 
but many times. I will here only mention 
one. The photographer whose mediumship 
enables him to photograph the Invisibles is 
a very old and rather illiterate man, to 
whom this faculty was at one time a serious 
hindrance to his photographic business. 
He is clairvoyant and clairaudient. During 
the late Boer war I went with a friend to 
have a sitting with him, wondering who 
would come. 

I had hardly taken my seat before the old 
man said: “I had a great fright the other 
day. An old Boer came into the studio 
carrying a gun. He fairly frightened me, 
he looked so fierce, so I said to him, ‘Go 
away; I don’t like guns.’ And he went 
away. Now he’s back again. He came in 
with you. He has not got his gun now, 


and he does not look so fierce. Shall we 
let him stay?” 
“By all means,” I replied. “Do you 


think you could get his photograph?” 

“I don’t know,” said the old man; “I can 
try.” 

So I sat down in front of the camera, 
and an exposure was duly made. Neither 
my friend nor I could see any other person 
in the room but the photographer and our- 
selves. Before the plate was removed I 
asked the photographer: 

“You spoke to the old Boer the other day. 
Could you speak to him again?” 

“Yes,” he said; “he’s still there behind 


“Would he answer any question if you 
asked him?” 

“T don’t know,” said the old man; “I can 
try.” 

“Ask him what his name is!” 
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The photographer appeared to put a men- 
tal question, and to listen for a reply. Then 
he said: 

“He says his name is Piet Botha.” 


“Piet Botha,” I objected. “I know Philip, 
Louis, Chris, and I do not know how many 
other Bothas. But Piet I never ‘heard of.” 


“That’s what he says his name is,” dog- 
gedly replied the old man. 


When he developed the plate there was 
seen standing behind me a hirsute, tall, 
stalwart man, who might have been a Boer 
or a Moujik. I said nothing, but waited 
till the war came to an end, and General 
Botha came to London. I sent the photo- 
graph to him by Mr. Fischer, who was 
Prime Minister of the old Orange Free 
State. Next day Mr. Wessels, another 
Free State delegate, came to see me. 


“Where did you get that photograph,” 
he asked, “the photograph you gave to Mr. 
Fischer ?” 


I told him exactly how it had come. 

He shook his head. “I don’t hold with 
superstition. Tell me, how did you get 
that portrait? That man did not know 
William Stead—that man was never in 
England.” 

“Well,” I replied, “I have told you how 
I got it, and you need not believe me if 
you don’t like. But why are you so excited 
about it?” 

“Why,” said he, “because that man was 
a near relative of mine. I have got his 
portrait hanging up in my house at home.” 

“Really,” I said. “Is he dead?” 

“He was the first Boer Commandant 
killed in the siege of Kimberley.” 

“And what was his name?” 

“Pietrus Johannes Botha,” he replied, 
“but we always called him Piet Botha for 
short.” 

I still have the portrait in my posses- 
sion. It has been subsequently identified 
by two other Free Staters who knew Piet 
Botha well. 

This, at least, is not a case which tele- 
pathy can explain. Nor will the hypothe- 
sis of fraud hold water. It was the merest 
accident that I asked the photographer to 
see if the spirit would give his name. No: 
one in England, so far as I have been able 

to ascertain, knew that any Piet Botha 
ever existed. 
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WHAT IS WANTED, 

What is wanted is that those who profess 
to disbelieve in the existence of life after 
death should honestly attempt to define the 
kind of evidence which they would consider 
convincing. I have narrated in this paper 
what seems to me conclusive evidence of 
the continuance of personality after death. 
All of these incidents occurred in my own 
personal experience. Their credibility to 
my readers depends upon their estimate of 
my veracity. These things actually oc- 
curred as I have written them down. Sup- 
posing that they had happened to you, my 
reader, could you refuse to admit that there 
is at least a prima facie case for a careful 
exhaustive scientific examination into the 
subject? What more evidence, what kind 
of evidence, under what conditions, is want- 
ed, before conviction is established? 


I ask no one hastily to accept anything 
on other people’s testimony. It is true that 
all people are not mediums, any more than 
all telephones can take Marconi messages. 
I am fortunate in being my own medium, 
which eliminates one possible hypothesis. 
But there are plenty of honest mediums, 
some possibly in your own family if you 
cared to seek for them. 

One last word. For the last fifteen 
years I have been convinced by the pres- 
sure of a continually accumulating mass of 
first-hand evidence of the truth of the per- 
sistence of personality after death, and the 
possibility of intercourse with the departed. 
But I always said, “I will wait until some- 
one in my own family has passed beyond 
the grave before I finally declare my con- 
cistion on this subject. 

Twelve months ago this month of De- 
cember I saw my eldest son, whom I had 
trained in the fond hope that he would be 
my successor, die at the early age of thirty- 


three. The tie between us was of the 
closest. No one could deceive me by fabri- 


cated spurious messages from my beloved 
son. 

Twelve months have now passed, in al- 
most every week of which I have been 
cheered and comforted by messages from 
my boy, who is nearer and dearer to me 
than ever before. The preceding twelve 
months I had been much abroad. I heard 
less frequently from him in that year than 
I have heard from him since he passed out 
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of our sight. I have not taken his com- 
munications by my own hand. I knew him 
so well that what I wrote might have been 
the unconscious echoes of converse in the 
past. He has communicated with me 
through the hands of two slight acquaint- 
ances, and they have been one and all as 
clearly stamped with the impress of his 
own character and mode of thought as any 
of the letters he wrote to me during his 
sojourn on earth. 

After this I can doubt no more. For me 
the problem is solved, the truth is estab- 
lished, and I am glad to have this oppor- 
tunity of testifying publicly to all the 
world that, so far as I am concerned, doubt 
on this subject is henceforth impossible—

Department of Psychical Sciences and 


Unfoldment.

One of the most radical and drastic 
means of unfolding one’s psychical powers 
—popular in the far East, but not so much 
in vogue in the West, but still a method 
adopted by some intelligent people—is 
breathing. The object of this mechanical 
and some term it psychical process, is to 
establish concentration. That breathing is 
a vital function of our normal life is self- 
evident, but that it is so necessary to psy- 
chical unfoldment as some claim, is not yet 
proven. In fact, it is to be doubted whether 
in the end quicker and less fleeting results 
could not be: obtained by less dangerous 
methods, all other things being equal. And 
what I mean by the word dangerous is a 
method as well as a result less liable to 
disturb the regular and normal order of 
one’s life, but at the same time conspiring 
to preserve sanity and the joy of living. 
Vivekananda told some friends in 
York who dared to apply his Raja Yoga 
system, without living the life, that is, 
without giving up some of the pernicious 
habits which obsessed them, as smoking 
and drinking, that they would by such ac- 
tion, or rather inaction, open themselves to 
all sorts of dangers. They laughed at him. 
In less than a year they landed in an in- 
sane asylum. It was folly to fly in the face 
of such archaic and time-honored but truth- 
ful advice, from a master who went criti- 
cally over the identical ground which his 
disciples hoped to follow in their endeavor 
to’ attain illumination and obtain spiritual 
revelations. Such is the ignorance of most 
men, and such is their training and egotism, 
that they are often a penny wise and a 
pound foolish, especially in spiritual mat- 
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ters. Breathing normally is easily accom- 
plished, provided the breather is living the 
spiritual life, but any exercise in breathing 
when one will not live the life will not 
become a substitute for it, nor as good as 
the genuine, in spiritual unfoldment. This 
is all important to know. I have known 
persons who have been riding this hobby 
of breathing for years, and yet have not 
the slightest increase of psychical powers 
or even of spiritual perception. And there 
is no doubt in my mind that the failure to 
obtain results is due largely to the mere 
breathing, in a perfunctory way, without 
applying the fundamental law back of all 
such exercises. 


Concentration is attained more by spirit- 
ual living, by loving the spiritual work and 
life, but cultivating ideality, imagination, 
and spirituality, than by any other process, 
and even the Theosophists, who have an 
esoteric system, very similar to all scienti- 
fic treatment of psychic powers, made a 
good deal of the killing of desire, if one 
hopes to get near to Nirvana. Freedom 
from earth’s attractions, or from the infi- 
‘nite number of cares which drag down the 
average individual to earth, is absolutely 
necessary, if the student hopes to co-oper- 
ate with the inner spiritual intelligences 
who respond to the inner aspiration for 
enlightenment and the higher life. To con- 
centrate, literally means to hold oneself to 
the center. To do so one is required to 
centralize, and surely one cannot centralize 
if his mind wanders or is worried or har- 
assed by the pretty things which are hind- 
rances to ingress to the spiritual world. 


Aristotle, a Master Mind

Aristotle was born in Macedonia, which 
was then a province of Greece. 

When a boy of seventeen he walked to 
Athens, a distance of over two hundred 
miles, in order to attend the school of 
Plato. f 

In youth he was a guide in the mountains 
and a mountain climber, so a little walk. of 
two hundred miles was nothing to him. All 
‘of his life he was an out-of-doors man. -He 
was a lover of animals, especially of horses. 
He wrote a book on the horse—a book of 
three thousand pagesi: In. the book-he said 
all-there was to say ön the subject; ‘and 
any man who now writes on the horse 
quotes Aristotle, knowingly or not, and if 
not that which he writes is of little worth. 

Plato and Aristotle were associated as 
pupil and teacher and then as fellow- 
teachers for over thirty years. They finally 
separated on the relative value of. poetry 
versus science. 

. The world needs its poets, but it needs 
the scientists more. 

Poets are plentiful and many of them 

are great men, but many scientists are 
greater. We as Americans love Franklin 
as our greatest philosopher. But as world 
citizens let us love Aristotle for his great- 
ness in and under more difficult circum- 
stances. 
¿ Aristotle was the world’s first scientist. 
He made the world’s first geological collec- 
tion, the first herbarium, and the first zoo- 
logical garden, barring that of Admiral 
Noah, the chief of the sailors of his time. 

Very much of our present scientific ter- 
minology goes back to Aristotle. We call 
the plants by the names that Aristotle gave 
them. 


` mark of Aristotle’s. 


The plan of teaching adopted by Aris- 
totle was so simple that the school board 
of Athens could not understand it, and 
finally Aristotle was exiled from Athens. 
He taught by setting his pupils to work; 
they collected natural specimens, and talked 
about them. He was the friend and com- 
panion of his pupils. Instead of disciplin- 
ing them, he loved them. 

Athens was cultured and learned, but 
with all its culture and learning it did not 
fully appreciate the great brain of Aris- 
totle. 

The “smart set” of Athens said that 
Aristotle lacked dignity, hence their 
displeasure, and the suggestion that he 
move on. 

As in later years Voltaire was misunder- 
stood, so was Aristotle considered dull by 
many of his contemporaries. His enemies 
left nothing to posterity. 

Reader, I shall here quote but one re- 
It is this: “The land 
that produces beautiful flowers and luscious 
fruits will also produce noble men and 
women.” 

It is said that man is a product of soil 
and sunshine, just as much as is the tree. 

The great Aristotle loved horses. And 


he argued with Alexander, his pupil, that 


a horse was a product of nature, and, as a 
man could train horses, so could he also 
train trees and flowers. And while man 
himself is a product of nature, he yet has 
the power to fashion and form nature and 
utilize the forces of nature. Thus does 
man .make, in great degree, his own en- 
vironment. 

Aristotle prayed, so did Franklin. 

Prayers for rain do no harm; but an 
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irrigating ditch is more reliable. Provi- 
dence has to be reinforced by intellect be- 
fore we get the highest good. God cer- 
tainly needs man, for God’s fruits and 
flowers cannot compare with those where 
man has brought human system, science 
and love to bear the. burdens of mankind. 

Aristotle called things by their correct 
names. 

We see a likeness of him in Paul four 
hundred years later, when preaching the 
philosophy of Jesus, the Carpenter of 
Nazareth. 

The nations that have made the greatest 
impress have been those that lived in dry 
and arid districts, and not those located 
amid the bounteous natural gifts that exist 
along the coast and near the swamps and 
jungles where things grow lush and lusty. 


Egypt was a land of canals. Assyria 
grew great, prospered and ruled the world 
because she knew how to apply water to 
desert land, where God supplied the sun- 
shine. 


Egypt and Assyria went down to their 
death when their citizens forsook the gar- 
dens and flocked to the cities to have a 
good time, leaving the land where grew the 
flowers and fruits to the lower races. 

The same condition exists in our fair 
‘Republic. Ancient Greece, mighty as she 
was and had been, grew great on the tax 
collected from men who knew how to irri- 
gate. Through the garden of Plato ran a 
diverted stream whose waters were cold 
and sparkling from the mountains. Plato 
was under the ditch; for Acadamus, who 
owned the ranch, had banked his all on a 
canal, which finally made him one of the 
millionaires of Athens. 

And so did Aristotle live, in a land of 
“milk and honey,” where the sky was blue 
three hundred days in the year, amid lavish 
and laughing luxuriance of land, where 
God supplied the sunshine and man the 
water. Here it was that he wrote, “The

and women.” 


Multitudes who profess to belong to the 
religion of Christ, scarcely know it when 
they see it—Henry Drummond, 
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A very ordinary-looking farm horse, 
harnessed to an old wagon, stood by the 
curb; and on the board that served for a 
seat lay a small dog of such: mixed blood 
that no guess could be made as to his 
breed.

Shut. Your Mouth. 


George Catlin traveled among the North 
and South American Indians during the 
first half of the nineteenth century. He 
says that “the contrast between the two 
societies, of savage and of civil, as regards 
the perfection and duration of their teeth 
is quite equal to that of their bills of mor- 
tality; and I contend that in both cases the 
principal cause of the difference is exactly 
the same, that of respiration through the 
mouth. during the hours of sleep. An In- 
dian warrior sleeps, and hunts, and smiles, 
with his mouth shut; and with seeming 
reluctance, opens it even to eat or speak. 
An Indian child is not allowed to sleep 
with its mouth open.” He often saw red 
Indian mothers pressing their infants’ lips 
together, sometimes roughly. The conse- 
quence is, “while the teeth are forming and 
making their first appearance, they meet 
(and constantly feel) each other; and tak- 
ing their relative natural positions, form 
that healthful and pleasing regularity 
which has secured to the American Indians 
perhaps the most manly and beautiful 
mouths in the world,” and extraordinarily 
sound, white teeth—Chicago Tribune. 
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‘Teachers to Co-operate With Forest 
Service in Tree Study. 


Teachers throughout the country have 
been invited by the United States Forester 
to co-operate with the Forest Service in an 
effort to obtain more definite knowledge of 
the characteristics of the most important 
‘forest trees of the United States. To do 
this it will be necessary to obtain a large 
number of volunteer observers who will 
collect material on the time of leafing, 
blossoming and fruiting of the various 
kinds of forest trees. In his letter inviting 
the co-operation of the teachers, Forester 
Pinchot says: 
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“Knowledge. of this kind is greatly need- 
ed and will be of value from the standpoint 
both of education and of practical forestry. 
For educational purposes the results ob- 
tained for each species, averaged and pre- 
sented graphically by means of colored 
charts, will be available to all who are in- 
terested in the subject, and particularly to 
schools. They will form virtual ‘tree 
calendars,’ and will be valuable aids to 
nature study. 


“Children can readily be interested in the 
actual work of obtaining records. This 
should form an attractive outdoor feature 
of the school work that should serve to 
develop the faculty of accurate observation, 
and at the same time to promote an interest 
in forestry which may lead to a better ap- 
preciation of its aims and methods. It may 
also prove to be a profitable addition to 
botany courses for older students. 


“A study of this kind will be of great 
value to practical forestry, since the proper 
treatment of forests depends partly upon a 
knowledge of these characteristics of trees. 
For example, the time of year at which a 
tree leafs out and blossoms is one of the 
indications as to whether or not it is frost- 
hardy in a given region, and the length of 
time that a tree is in leaf influences the 
growth it is able to make during the sea- 
son. Knowledge of the time. when seeds 
of each species ripen in various localities is 
of great value to those who are collecting 
seed, since seed often deteriorates or is 
eaten by squirrels and birds if not gath- 
ered and stored as soon as ripe. 


“Another result of this study will be a 
more intimate knowledge of climate as 
manifested by plant growth, for differences 
in climate are shown by plant life as well 
as by instruments: and a preliminary idea 
can thus be gained as to whether a given 
region is suited to a valuable tree which 
it is desired to introduce there. Many such 
examples could be given, but sufficient has 
been said to show that the results of these 
observations will be a real help to practical 
forestry, in addition to their general inter- 
est and educational value. Volunteers will 
later be supplied with publications and 
charts containing the information they help 
to gather, as a return for the services ren- 
dered.” * i /

When deduced to a final analysis, in all 
the wide range of the world’s literature you 
will not find a single case of an author pro- 
ducing anything worthy of permanent 
value while in a state of intoxication.

By 
their sensitiveness to wider spheres of 
Reality, and to the More of Consciousness, 
they gain “in capacity to correspond and 
co-operate, in power to overcome difficul- 
ties, and to put their hands to constructive 
service.”

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“This Neoplatonic philosophy was trans- 
lated into Christian terms and was made 
into the spiritual bee-bread on which many 
Christian generations fed. * * * Greg- 
ory of Nyssa and St. Augustine were pro- 
foundly influenced by the philosophy of this 
school, and through them many of the loft- 
iest teachings of Plato and Plotinus were 
translated into Christian thought. The 
mysticism of this school trickled in through 
these Fathers, but about a century later it 
came full flood through an anonymous, 
mysterious man whose writings bore the 
name of Dionysius the Areopagite.” 

Among medieval mystics, whose works 
and teachings are described, we have John 
Scotus Erigena, to whom the visible uni- 
verse was only an “appearance,” or shadow 
of the real, changeless world, and God was 
to be found in the depths of the soul, be- 
cause the soul at bottom is of God. Then 
there were the Waldenses, as to whom a 
“heresy hunter” of the period says that 
they were recognizable by their modesty 
and precision of speech, their temperance 
and industry. St. Francis “restored the joy 
of religion,” “discovered again the meaning 
of love, and made his life a continuous ex- 
hibition of it.” The thirteenth century was 
marked by the origin of two remarkable 
groups of communities—brotherhoods and 
sisterhoods—whose name survives in the 
numerous beguinages still to be found in 
Belgium. To the succeeding century be- 
longs the name of Meister Eckhart, in Ger- 
many, and then arose the sects known as 
the “Friends of God,” among whom John 
Tauler was prominent, and their successors 
in Holland, the “Brethren of the Common 
Life,” to which Thomas a Kempis be- 
longed; while the Anabaptists appear to 
have continued the same movements to- 
wards fraternal simplicity. 

England also had its mystics in the 
pre-Reformation days; William of Occam, 
Richard Rolle, and Wycliff himself, who is 
described as the “prophet-statesman,” for 
whom “the times were ripe,” and who was 
to “throw himself into the task of breaking 
the yoke of bondage and of guiding the 
people, the nation, to freedom, peace, and 
God.” At the time of the Reformation we 
have the Family of Love, originating in 
Westphalia, but. having branches in Eng- 
land, who taught purity of life, human 
brotherhood, and spiritual guidance; and at
